‘Social Security from Birth 


To Death Proposed in U.K. 


LONDON, Oct. 26—(CP)—A 
report on social insurance by Sir 
William Beveridge, economist, to 


be presented to the House of 
Commons next month, will con- 
tain sweeping proposals for giv- 
ing social security from birth to 
death for everyone, irrespective 
of occupation or income, London 
newspapers said today. 

The report is to be submitted by 
Sir William Jowitt, paymaster gen- 
eral, who is in charge of post-war 
reconstruction. 

The outstanding proposals of the 
report, the newspapers said, are 
those covering insurance for all 
workers and the appointment of a 
minister of social security who 
would be responsible for settlement 


of unemployment problems, pen- 
sions, medical services and work- 
men’s compensation. 

Press forecasts said the Bever- 
idge report would advocate family 


allowances, state medical services, 
maternity benefits and _ rehabili- 
tation of the unempdoyed, to be 
financed by blanket contributions 
from the workers supplemented 
by government funds. 


‘CONTROVERSIAL POINT 


The report was said to contain as 
one of its most controversial points 
a recommendation for death bene- 
fits. 

One press source said Sir Wil- 
liam would recommend that after 


a minimum of a single weekly con- | 


tribution * based on income, each 
citizen would be guaranteed ade- 
quate benefits in case of unemploy- 
ment, sickness, majernity, old &age, 
widowhood and for death and fun- 
eral expenses. 

A family allowance plan 
would start with the second child 
and increase proportionately with 
each additional child, the fore- 
casts said, but details on this and 
other phases and figures on the 
sums to be granted in the various 
categories were not available. 
The Beveridge committee's social 
survey on which the report is based 
was the largest ever undertaken in 
Britain and their findings if 

adopted will revolutionize the 
whole social security structure.

Red army troops held fast in 
blackened Stalingrad today as 
the Germans launched another 
assault after furious artillery 
preparation and, in a fierce en- 
gagement which at times de- 
veloped into hand-to-hand fight- 
ing, expelled the Nazi forces from 
a factory ovoperty into which 
they penetrated yesterday, the 
mid-day communique said. 

German infantry moved into the 
assault in a fartory area with tanks 
| leading the way, but the Russians 
reported that their artillery fire 


| decimated and put to flight an en- 
| tire regiment 


of infantry. 

The Russians then launched their 
own attack to drive the Germans 
from the ground they had gained 
the day before. 


Reports from the front northwest | 


of Stalingrad continued to be fay- 
orable, the mid-day communique 
reported. 

The lull in the Mozdok area of 
the Caucasus where the Germans 
are trying to drive to the Grozny 
oil fields continued, but the Rus- 
sians said their artillery fire de- 
stroyed 20 trucks and a company 
of infantry. 

Southeast of Novorossisk, the 
Russians said, Red Army scouts 
broke through enemy lines and at- 
tacked a,German staff bus, Twenty 
German air force officers were re- 
ported killed and important docu- 
ments captured. Two companies of 
Rumanian infantry were wiped out 
in a battle with Russian marine 
units, Russian advices said.

A PROPOSAL |

proposed to the government that a 
public inquiry should be held at! 
the earliest date possible to in-| 
quire into the question of veachers’ | 
salaries and the financial problems 
of public education in Alberta.

(FIVE ATTACKS REPULSED 


p Full Scale Jap Assault 
Launched on Guadalcanal 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.— 
(AP)—Full-scale fighting has 
started on Guadalcanal Is- 
land with United States sol- 
diers and marines beating 
back five heavy Japanese on- 
slaughts, the navy reported | 
last night, but the foe has 
landed fresh reinforcements. 

The Japanese opened their big 
push Friday night, laying down a 
heavy artillery barrage and then 
throwing tanks and troops against 
the Americans’ western defence 


lines. The lines held firm 
throughout the four attacks that 
night, however, repulsing the 


Japanese troops and destroying 
five of their tanks. 


The enemy attacked again Satur- 
day and again was repulsed. The 
United States forces had the sup- 
port of artillery themselves in 
countering the blows but the navy 
communique reporting the action 
mentioned no American tanks. Air- 
craft also fought the foe during his 
daylight attack and one American 
plane was lost.

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Never Mind Quotas 


The pointer on the score board is mov- 
ing up. Edmonton will make up its quota 
of $5,464,000 for the Victory Loan, Alberta 
will take up its allotment of $29,000,000, 
and Canada will supply the $750,000,000 
asked for. This may be assumed. 

But that is no reason why any person 
who can do so should fail to apply for 
bonds—as many of them as he can buy. 
The figures named are the minimum 
amounts required. If more money is offer- 
ed it will undoubtedly be accepted, for the 
war costs are expansive and expanding. 

That these quotas will be made up is 
not the only matter involved. There is the 
other question of how many people in Ed- 
monton, and in Alberta, and in Canada, 
will hold bonds when the campaign is over. 
That is a question second in importance 
only to the raising of the amounts re- 
quired, 

To the carrying on of the war it ntay 
make little difference whether the sub- 
scribers to the Loan are few or many. But 
that is going to make a lot of difference, 
to a lot of people, when the war is over. 

If hard times come again, the man who 
holds a few of these bonds will be glad he 
had the foresight to buy them, If hard 
times do not return, he will have piled up 
so much capital with which to help him 
build a house, start a business, or other- 
wise improve his position and that of his 
family. 

The prudent thing to do is to go right 
on buying bonds; never mind if the quotas 
are being approached, or even when they 
are reached; keep on buying until, Mr. 
llsley says he won't sell any more,

Just in Case 


The city council is to be asked to pass 
a bylaw under which a resident of the 
city could be prosecuted for refusing to 
obey the instructions of an air raid warden 
during a blackout. 

There have been very few instances 
of such refusal in the practice blackouts 
that have been held, but to be wholly effec- 
tive tn the event of emergency compliance 
‘would have to be one hundred per cent. It 
is not unreasonable to require than every- 
one do during a practice what he should 
do if a real raid were in progress, The 
majority obey the instructions willingly. 
There should, in~ the public interest, be 
means to deal with those who refuse, whe- 
ther from obstinacy or plain malice. 

it is possible of course that Edmonton 
will not be air-raided. But Premier Tojo 
hasn’t said so, and if he did say so his 
promise wouldn’t be worth anything. Our 
liability to bombing is a matter of con- 
jecture, but there are a couple of facts 
everyone in Edmonton should get clearly 
in mind as affecting this liability. 

One is that Edmonton is no farther 
from the coast than Genoa is from Britain; 
and no farther than the Jap-held coal

Team Play 

Italy’s triangle of northern munitions 
centres got a strafing from R.A.F, bombers 
four times in three days, with Genoa com- 
ing in for chief attention. That port is 
credited with being the main base from 
which reinforcements and supplies are 
forwarded to the Axis army on the border 
of Egypt. 

The immediate purpose of the raids is 
explained by the news from Cairo. General 
Alexander beat Rommel to the draw, and 
struck first with his eighth army, backed 
by air power and naval units. The bombing 
attacks were calculated to put Italian fac- 
tories and forwarding bases out of com- 
mission and prevent men and materials 
being sent to Rommel’s assistance, 

For the same reason these raids are 
likely to become regular items on the pro- 
gram, and to range farther down the pen- 
insula and along both its coasts. With 
northern Italy within striking distance of 
Britain, all the ports and munitions cen- 
tres in Italy are reachable by Allied bomb- 
ers from one direction or the other, Signor 
Mussolini is in line to get a close-up view 
of the total war he used to make speeches 
about. 

Reinforcements for Rommel could: of 
course be moved down through the Bal- 
kans to Greek ports. But these are within 
still easier flying distance from Egypt 
than southern Italian ports. And Axis 
troop trains on Balkan railways have been 
going into the ditch with a frequency that 
is bound to impress the enemy high com- 
mand with a sense of the advantages of 
the Italy-Sicily supply route. 

As to the relative strength of the op- 
posing armies in Egypt very little is known 
to the public. But the fact that the British 
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forces struck first is evidence that the 
army wrecked by Rommel some months 
ago has been thoroughly rebuilt, while the 
‘team-play between our forces there and 
the long range bombers in Britain is an 
altogether promising sign. 


Tokyo must be in an expectant mood. 
The official radio broadcast a threat that 
future United States captives will be ex- 
ecuted if the ‘too sacred soil” of Japan is 
again profaned by raiding bombers. With- 
out doubting the willingness of the Ori- 
ental “Aryans” to descend to the levels of 
their Nazi exemplars, such threats are 
pointless. When the time comes to.bomb 
Japan as it deserves the circumstances are 
likely to be such that even Japanese of- 
ficials will see the advisability of acting 
like ci¥ilized men.

There is no 
doubt that the fact that flat boats or steamers can 
now be loaded direct from the railway will aid 
greatly in developing that trade.

As the first few flakes of snow 
fell over Edmonton, this week, so 
did they fall over those parts of} 
Russia where the hordes of Hitler | 
are striving desperately to estab- 
lish a conclusive foothold before 
the closing in of winter, 


All week long, the Nazi armies 
had struggled on through roads 
drenched with icy rain. Their 
equipment was hauled with diffi- 
culty through the 
stubborn) mud, 
But those few 
flakes of snow 
heralded, as they 
well knew, the 
beginning of the 
end, 

For the humor- 
less German can 
fight well and die 
well. But he has 
no resistance 
against those F 
forces of nature Harold L. Weir 
which he cannot bully and beat. | 

So these first snowflakes that 
came whistling out of the Cauca- 
sian mountains definitely announc- | 
ed the approaching end of Hitler's 
efforts to beat Russia this year. 

In a few weeks, the Russian front 
will be blanketed with heavy snow, 
making the operation of planes dif- 
ficult and the operation of tanks | 
impossible. 


Stalemate 


It is reasonable to suppose. then, 
that this battlefield will fall into 
the same kind of stalemate as it 
became last winter. 

This means that Hitler will en- 
deavor to hold his established 
lines with a skeleton force, while 
the Russians, in turn, retire as 
many men as possible for rest, re- 
training and re-organization. 

What will the Nazi command do 
with the huge forces of planes and 
men released in Russia by the on- 
slaught of winter? 

They may go to support Rommel 
in Africa. If it is true that Hitler 
is trying to build Rommel up as 
his chief general and as a man 
capable of taking over a military 
government in Germany, if the 
Nazi party is threatened by revolt, 
Rommel! will need a big victory to 
enhance his prestige. 

The only way he would be accep- 
table to the Prussian junkers in 
the army as a supreme leader or 
to the politicians in Germany as a 
dictator would be on a floodtide of 
public acclaim, 

Thus, it is possible that what- 
ever troops can be spared from 
Russia will go to. make a Roman 
holiday for Rommel in Africa. 


Surplus Planes 


There is no doubt where the 
surplus planes will go. 

They are going to be used for 
the heaviest aerial bombardment 
of Britain since the war began. 

The very light raids on England | 
during the past several months are 
not the result of accident. They 
simply mean that Hitler has aban- 
doned the policy of aerial pin- 
pricking and that when he strikes 
again it will be with what he hopes | 
is devastating force. 

The German Luftwaffe has been | 
saving up for a bombardment that 
the Nazis hope will settle the im- 
mediate possibility of a second 
front. 


Another Weapon 


Meanwhile, as Hitler puzzled 
over his plans for a winter cam- 
paign, a new weapon against him 
was slowly taking shape in another 
part of the European continent. 

This new weapon, this irresistible 
weapon, was the boiling indigna- 
tion of the French people—a colos- 
sal force of rage that has made its 
mark on European history many 
times before. 

For of all the humiliations and 
shame that have beei forced down 
the throats of the gallant French 
people, the diet they were forced 
to swallow this week was the bit-

For some time, the unspeakable |

Rumor Clinic 


And now the rumor clinic again 

I shall give the rumor first and 
then the fact, Here’s the first: 

The Rumor: That there has been | 
another serious explosion in Hali- 
fax similar to that which occurred 
in 1917. 

The Fact: This one, of course, is 
utterly false. However, because of 
the date upon which it was first 
heard, it is obvious that it originat- 
ed from the temporary interruption 
in railway service, which happened 
at that time, following unusually 
heavy rains in Nova Scotia which 
caused some flood damage to rail- 
way lines and deleyed traffic. 

Because of the necessity for sup- 
pressing information which might |

The Rumor: That the tanks of, 


Canadian training planes are emp- 
tied every night and the gasoline 
allowed to waste itself on the 


ground. 
The Fact: Royal Canadian Air 
Force headquarters at Ottawa 


stamps this story as a mischievous | 


and malicious lie. Exactly the op- 
posite is true. All training planes 
have their tanks filled before they 
are stored for the night in hangars 
to diminish the risk of explosive 
gasoline fumes collecting in the 
tanks. This is a persistent rumor, 
says Ottawa, and has appeared in 
every Canadian prevince. It is ab- 
solutely untrue and is doubtless 
originated by enemy agents for the 
purpose of destroying public con- 
fidence in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 


The Rumor: That Germen-made 
tools have been handed out to 
Royal Canadian Air Force mechan- 
ics in some of our training and 
operating schools. 

The Fact: It has been im- 
possible to find any record of this 
in Ottawa, However, headquarters 
admits that it might be true. Just 
as some Nazi planes shot down 
over Britain were found to carry 
English and American made tires 
taken from allied machines, so 
have our people salvaged every- 
thing possible from disabled Ger- 
man planes. Some of these German 
tools may have found their way to 
Canada It is one way—and a good 
way, I think—of forcing Hitler to 
wage war against himself.

That seems to me to be a par- 
ticularly splendid thing; that where 


fother nations can be moved to do 
| things because they are profitable 
or expedient or necessary, the Brit- 
ish public can be moved to do 
those things simply because they 
| are right. 

I am gratefully and humbly ap- 
preciative, too, of the’ magnificent 
| vista, down the years, of British 
literature.

When He Brings Home Ducks | 


Here’s Proper Way To 
Deal With Products of 
Nimrod’s Skill 


By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

Now that the Alberta season for 
shooting is in full swing and the 
time limit for wild duck will be 


up in the middle of November, let's 
contemplate the woman's duty to- 
ward them. There is a set number 
of ducks each person may kill in a 
day. When the hunter shoots his 
limit, it is up to the homemaker 
to be just as efficient in cooking 
the fowl. 

The baked duck should be well- 
browned, tender and juicy. Have it 
stuffed and complete the menu 
with buttered brussels sprouts, 
mixed vegetable salad, hot rolls, 
pumpkin pie and coffee. 

Most hunters end their duty 
when they present the ducks to 
the homemaker. For the best re- 
sults remove the feathers from the 
ducks soon after they are killed. 
Hold the head of the bird in the 
left hand and pull the feathers 
downward with the right hand. The 
skin is tender and may tear if 
pulled in another direction
